VITAL  STATISTICS. 

1.  The  vital  statistics  for  the  past  quarter,  although  slightly  in  excess  of  those  for  the  previous 
quarter,  may  again  be  comsidered  satisfactory.  The  total  death-rate  was  equal  to  10-4  per  1,000  popula- 
tion, compared  with  9-4  in  the  previous  quarter,  and  10-7  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1933. 

2.  The  lowest  total  death-rates  during  the  quarter  occurred  in  the  BilHngham  (6-8)  and  Tow  Law 
(7'9)  urban  districts,  and  in  the  Barnard  Castle  (8-6)  and  Easington  (8'7)  rural  districts  ; while  the 
districts  with  the  highest  mortahty  statistics  were  the  Hebburn  (16-4)  and  Barnard  Castle  (15*8)  urban 
districts  and  the  Hartlepool  (13‘8)  and  Weardale  (13-4)  rural  districts. 

3.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  total  death-rates  during  the  past  quarter  in  the  Barnard  Castle, 
Shildon,  and  Whickham  urban  districts  and  the  Hartlepool  rural  district  exceeded  the  birth-rates 
for  those  districts  ; while  in  the  Stanhope  urban  and  the  Darhngton  and  Stockton  rural  districts  the 
birth  and  death-rates  were  equal. 

4.  The  death-rate  from  the  principal  infective  diseases  was  equal  to  0-50  per  1,000  population, 
and  shows  a slight  increase  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  quarter  (0-44),  although  it  compares 
favourably  with  that  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1933  (0-71). 

.5.  The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (0-58),  although  showing  a slight  increase  com- 
jjared  with  that  for  the  previous  quarter  (0-54),  which  was  the  lowest  rate  recorded  in  this  administrative 
county  during  any  quarter,  may  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory. 

6.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  equal  to  76  per  1,000  births  registered,  compared  with  53  in  the 
preceding  quarter,  and  83  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1933. 

7.  The  birth-rate  during  the  quarter  was  16'7  per  1,000  population,  and  shows  a decrease  compared 
with  the  previous  quarter  (17-2). 


8.  The  following  statement  gives  the  uncorrected  vital  statistics  for  the  administrative  county 
for  the  year  1934,  and  in  order  that  a comparison  may  be  made,  the  corrected  figures  for  the  two 
previous  years  are  given.  There  may,  however,  be  some  slight  adjustment  of  the  figures  for  1934  : —

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  that  the  chief  vital  statistics  for  the  past  year  compare  favourably 
with  those  for  the  two  previous  years.  The  pulmonary  tuberculosis  death-rate  (0-71)  is  the  lowest 
on  record,  the  previous  lowest  being  0-72  for  the  year  1931. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

9.  There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  past  quarter, 
2,472  cases  being  reported,  compared  with  1,574  in  the  previous  quarter,  and  1,555  in  the  June  quarter. 
The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  whole  of  the  past  year  was  7,889,  which  is  the  highest  number 
on  record,  the  previous  highest  being  in  1914,  when  7,797  cases  were  notified.  The  disease  was  pre- 
valent in  practically  every  district  in  the  administrative  county.  The  type  of  the  disease  was  of  a 
mild  character,  only  9 (0-04)  deaths  being  registered  during  the  past  quarter,  compared  with  15  (0-06) 
in  the  previous  quarter,  and  22  (O' 10)  in  the  June  quarter. 

10.  Diphtheria  was  also  very  much  more  prevalent  during  the  past  quarter,  810  cases  being 
notified,  compared  with  581  in  the  previous  quarter,  and  355  in  the  June  quarter.  The  number  of 
cases  notified  during  the  whole  of  the  past  year  was  2,215,  and  is  the  highest  number  on  record  for  this 
administrative  county,  the  previous  highest  being  in  1915,  when  1,698  cases  were  notified.  Fifty  deaths 
were  registered  from  this  disease  during  the  past  quarter,  compared  with  42  in  the  previous  quarter  ; 
the  death-rate  during  the  past  quarter  being  equal  to  0-22  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  0'18 
in  the  previous  quarter. 

11.  Only  4 cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified  during  the  quarter,  compared  with  61  in  the  previous 
quarter.  One  death  was  registered  during  the  quarter. 

12.  There  were  10  notifications  of  puerperal  fever  and  24  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia,  com- 
pared with  4 and  26  respectively  in  the  previous  quarter.  During  the  quarter  15  cases  were  admitted 
to  hospitals  under  the  County  Scheme,  the  services  of  consultants  were  requisitioned  in  2 cases,  and 
the  services  of  the  emergency  nurse  were  utilised  in  one  case. 

13.  The  number  of  notifications  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  received  during  the  quarter  was  28, 
compared  with  19  in  the  previous  quarter.  In-patient  hospital  treatment  under  the  County  Scheme 
was  provided  in  respect  of  5 cases. 

14.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  measles  was  10,  compared  with  18  in  the  previous 
quarter,  while  the  deaths  from  whooping  cough  numbered  19,  compared  with  10  in  the  previous  quarter. 
Diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  two  years  of  age  was  responsible  for  26  deaths,  compared  with  19  in  the 
previous  quarter.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

17.  During  the  past  quarter  tuberculous  disease  was  reported  on  119  premises,  and  on  inspection 
disease  was  found  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  to  exist  on  80  of  these  premises.  The  total  number  of 
animals  exanuned  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  was  2,523,  and  of  these  26  were  reported  to  be  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  ; 4 suffering  from  tuberculous  emaciation,  and  53  as  having  chronic 
cough  and  showing  definite  clinical  signs  of  tuberculosis.  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  on 
accoimt  of  tuberculosis  was  83,  and  it  was  found  on  post-mortem  examination  that  29  had  tuberculosis 
of  the  udder,  4 tuberculous  emaciation,  and  50  proved  to  be  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis.  Of 
the  total  animals  inspected,  1,692  were  cows  in  milk  ; of  these  104  were  reported  as  diseased,  and  the 
presence  of  disease  was  confirmed  in  67  cases  by  post-mortem  examination.  During  the  three  months 
14  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  4 of  which  were  found  to  be  positive. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

18.  During  the  quarter  the  veterinary  officers  visited  912  farms  and  examined  9,956  animals 
in  the  course  of  their  routine  work  under  the  above  Order,  as  a result  of  which  25  animals  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  were  accordingly  slaughtered.  Of  these  slaughtered  animals 
21  were  cows  in  milk.  On  post-mortem  examination  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  was  found  to  exist 
in  17  cases,  the  remainder  being  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis.  These  25  animals  are  included 
in  the  total  number  shown  as  having  been  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 


TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS.

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(3)  ADMISSIONS  TO  SANATOKIA  AND  HOSPITALS.— The  number  admitted  to 
sanatoria  and  other  residential  institutions  was  270  (including  28  who  had  previously  received  institu- 
tional treatment)  as  against  298  in  the  last  quarter,  and  the  total  number  receiving  residential  treatment 
on  the  31st  December  was  552,  as  against  559  at  the  end  of  last  quarter.

(8)  OCCUPATIONAL  TREATMENT  OF  DURHAM  COUNTY  TUBERCULOUS 
EX-SERVICE  MEN — There  were  no  tuberculous  ex-service  men  admitted  to  Preston  Hall  Training 
Colony,  Aylesford,  Kent,  during  the  quarter  ; none  were  transferred  to  the  Settlement,  and  two  were 
receiving  treatment  on  the  31st  December.  No  cases  were  awaiting  admission  to  the  Colony  on 
31  st  December. 


(9)  TRAVELLING  EXPENSES  have  been  paid  during  the  quarter  to  469  cases. 


(10)  X-RAY  EXAMINATIONS. — During  the  quarter  197  persons  were  examined  by  X-rays.

(12)  ATTENDANCES  AT  DISPENSARIES. — The  number  of  attendances  at  the  dis- 
pensaries during  the  quarter  was  5,446,  as  against  5,705  in  the  preceding  quarter,  and  the  number  of 
persons  who  attended  the  dispensaries  was  3,141,  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  preceding  quarter 
being  3,080. 

(13)  VISITS  TO  PATIENTS. — 4,996  visits  have  been  made  by  the  health  visitors  to  patients 
during  the  quarter. 

(14)  VISITS  TO  EX-SERVICE  MEN. — 191  visits  have  been  made  by  the  health  visitors 
during  the  quarter. 

(15)  UNDER  SUPERVISION. — 5,025  patients  were  under  supervision  on  the  31st 
December,  including  363  ex-service  men. 

(16)  TREATMENT  RECOMMENDED. — A list  of  all  cases  recommended  sanatorium, 
dispensary  and  other  forms  of  treatment  during  the  quarter  will  be  submitted,  and  I shall  be  glad  if 
your  Committee  will  approve  such  recommendations. 

(17)  DEATHS. — 140  deaths  from  tuberculosis  have  been  reported  since  the  date  of  my 
last  quarterly  report,  viz.  : Pulmonary,  66  males  and  55  females;  Non-Pulmonary,  9 males  and  10 
females. 


(18)  SUPPLY  OF  CLOTHING  TO  NECESSITOUS  PATIENT  IN  AN  INSTITUTION- 
CASE  No.  48333  (SPENNYMOOR)  : — This  patient,  who  has  been  in  the  Helmington  Row  Sanatorium 
since  the  8th  November,  required  certain  clothing.  As  he  was  in  very  poor  circumstances,  I 
instructed  the  Matron  to  supply  the  necessary  articles  at  a cost  of  £3  5s.  5d.  I shall  be  glad  if  your 
Committee  will  confirm  my  action.

(2)  Travelling  expenses  amounting  to  £83  15s.  lOid.  were  paid  during  the  quarter  ended 
30th  September,  1934,  to  enable  necessitous  patients  to  attend  the  treatment  centres. 
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HEALTH  VISITORS. 

21.  The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  reports  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Sick  Leave.— The  following  returned  to  duty  on  the  dates  given  : — Miss  Appleby,  29th 
October  ; Mrs.  Drurey  (result  of  an  accident),  17th  December  ; Miss  Laughlin,  20th  October.  The 
following  have  been  on  sick  leave  between  the  dates  given  ; — Miss  M.  Smith,  22nd  October  to  17th 
November  ; Miss  Gumming,  5th  to  16th  November  (result  of  an  accident).  The  following  have  been 
on  sick  leave  from  the  dates  given  : — Miss  Cowperthwaite,  1st  October  ; Miss  McDermid,  29th  October  ; 
Miss  Bedlington,  7th  December  ; and  Mrs.  Wood.  18th  December. 

(2)  Miss  B.  B.  Harrington  was  employed  as  a temporary  health  visitor  from  the  12th  October 
to  the  21st  December,  when  she  obtained  an  appointment  elsewhere.  Mrs.  Jane  Phillips  was  engaged 
as  a temporary  health  visitor  from  the  27th  December. 

(3)  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  work  of  the  health  visitors  due  to  the  substantial  increase 
in  the  number  of  mental  defectives  who  are  under  domiciliary  supervision,  and  also  the  additional  work 
related  to  the  payment  of  midwives’  fees.  In  the  review  of  the  health  services  of  the  county,  which  was 
made  under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  reference  was  made  to  the  more  systematic  visiting  of 
children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  five  years.  If  the  present  periodicity  of  visiting  these  children 
is  to  be  increased,  additional  staff  will  be  required.  The  Ministry  of  Health  is  urging  local  authorities 
to  take  all  possible  steps  to  reduce  the  maternal  mortality  in  their  areas,  and  if  extended  services  in  this 
county  are  found  necessary,  with  consequent  additional  duties  for  health  visitors,  it  will  be  impossible 
for  the  present  staff  to  undertake  them  and  maintain  a reasonable  standard  of  efficiency.  There  are 
other  possible  extensions  of  the  health  services,  e.g.,  birth  control  and  light  therapy  cUnics,  and  the 
time  has  therefore  arrived  when  consideration  should  be  given  to  an  increase  in  the  health  visitor  staff. 

(4)  The  County  Travelling  Health  Exhibition  visited  Annfield  Plain,  Blaydon,  Boldon  Colliery, 
Burnopfield,  Chopwell,  Esh  Winning,  Eerryhill,  Moorsley,  Ryton,  Tanfield,  and  West  Stanley.  The 
exhibition  was  also  on  view  at  the  Fourth  Annual  Conference  of  Women  Public  Health  Officers’  Associa 
tion,  Newcastle,  on  the  6th  October. 

(5)  Children  Acts,  1908-32  : — 69  cases  were  under  supervision  and  167  visits  were  paid  during 
the  quarter. 

(6)  1,525  mental  defectives  were  under  supervision,  to  whom  1,659  visits  were  paid. 

(7)  The  services  of  Home  Helps  were  sanctioned  in  14  cases  during  the  quarter.

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(3)  There  were  47  cases  of  discharging  eyes  in  the  practice  of  midwives  and  12  of  these  were 
subsequently  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  3 of  whom  received  in-patient  hospital  treatment. 

(4)  Medical  aid  was  sought  by  midwives  in  39  cases  because  of  rise  of  temperature.  Four  of 
these  cases  were  subsequently  notified  as  puerperal  fever  and  6 as  puerperal  pyrexia,  of  which  6 received 
in-patient  hospital  treatment,  and  the  services  of  the  emergency  nurse  were  utiUsed  in  1 case. 

(5)  The  inspectors  visited  56  cases  of  albuminuria. 

(6)  The  Penal  case  against  Midwife  No.  61748  was  heard  at  a special  meeting  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board  on  the  6th  December  last.  The  County  Midwives  Inspector  attended.  The  charges 
against  the  midwife  were  proved  and  her  name  was  removed  from  the  Midwives  RoU  and  her  Certificate 
cancelled.  In  addition,  it  was  decided  to  prohibit  her  from  attending  women  in  childbirth  in  any 
capacity  whatever. 

(7)  The  practice  of  midwifery  by  2 uncertified  midwives  was  reported  by  the  health  visitors, 
and  on  enquiry  it  appeared  that  they  had  both  acted  in  emergency. 


(8)  Fourteen  additional  trained  midwives  have  given  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in 
the  county  area,  13  midwives  have  notified  changes  of  address  within  the  county,  and  2 have  removed 
out  of  the  county.  The  death  of  midwife  No.  75300  occurred  during  the  quarter.

(10)  The  midwife  at  Shotton  Colliery  is  still  off  duty  ill. 

(11)  The  midwife  at  Birtley  was  off  duty  ill  from  the  17th  November  to  the  19th  December. 
The  inidwife  at  Fatfield  has  been  transferred  to  Chester-le-Street  because  of  an  emergency  there,  and 
Midwife  No.  69738  has  been  temporarily  appointed  to  Fatfield. 


(12)  The  Superintendent  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  reports  that  there  are  125  midwives 
practising  under  district  nursing  associations,  and  that  a good  standard  of  work  has  been  maintained 
and  the  equipment  found  in  good  order.  She  also  reports  that  2 resignations  and  1 death  have  taken 
place  and  that  5 appointments  have  been  made  ; 3 to  fill  these  vacancies,  and  2 for  increased  staff.

HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

29.  Towards  the  end  of  1934  the  Houghton-le-Spring  Rural  District  Council  complained  to 
the  Lambton,  Hetton,  and  Joicey  Collieries,  Ltd.,  of  the  nuisance  which  was  caused  to  the  inhabitants 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  pit  heap  by  the  fumes  from  the  same,  and  requested  that  steps  should 
be  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

On  the  1st  and  31st  October  last  the  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Herrington  Lodge  of  the 
Durham  Miners’  Association  requested  the  County  Council  to  collaborate  with  them  in  their  efforts 
to  have  the  undesirable  conditions  removed. 

I communicated  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Houghton-le-Spring  Rural  District 
and  arranged  for  the  County  Health  Inspector  to  visit  the  heap  with  the  Rural  District  Surveyor,  and, 
if  possible,  with  a representative  of  the  colliery  company.  The  County  Health  Inspector  wrote  to  the 
agent  of  the  colliery  company  on  the  matter,  and  received  a reply,  wherein  it  is  stated  that  “ we  are  looking 
into  your  suggestions,  and  assure  you  we  will  be  very  glad  to  reduce,  as  far  as  possible,  the  inconvenience 
caused  to  the  public  by  this  fiery  heap.” 

It  is  frequently  difficult  to  control  a pit  heap  which  is  on  fire,  but  the  County  Health  Inspector 
will  willingly  continue  to  place  his  experience  in  this  matter  at  the  disposal  of  the  Rural  District  Council 
and  the  colliery  company.

— A new  storage  chamber  has  been  constructed,  which  will 
suj)ply  28,000  gallons  per  24  hours  or  20  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  the  1,400  inhabitants.

(2)  Pollution  by  sewage  was  observed  at  Blackhouse  Building  Estate,  Chester-le-Street,  Morton 
Grange,  Sedgeletch,  Skerne  Bridge,  Tudhoe  Wood,  and  WilJington. 

(3)  Pollution  from  gasworks,  by-product  works,  tar  and  coking  plants,  sand  and  gravel  works, 
and  coal  washers,  has  been  observed  in  the  watercourses  at  Chilton,  Ferryhill,  Fishburn,  Lambton, 
Langley  Park,  Malton,  Rushyford,  Shincliffe,  Thinford,  and  West  Auckland. 

(4)  Refuse  in  Streams. — A survey  of  the  River  Wear  and  its  tributaries  has  been  carried 
out  from  Bishop  Auckland  to  Wearhead  with  special  reference  to  reporting  upon  pollution  by  refuse 
in  streams.  This  report  has  been  completed,  and  the  authorities  concerned  will  be  informed  of  the 
conditions  existing  as  early  as  possible. 

(5)  The  heavy  rains  during  the  past  quarter  have  had  a cleansing  effect  upon  the  beds  and 
foreshores  of  rivers  and  streams,  removing  foul  deposits  which  accumulated  during  the  long  periods 
of  drought.

— Owing  to  high  flood  levels,  with  its  consequent  dilution 
of  the  effluent  from  these  works,  pollution  has  been  considerably  reduced. 

WEST  HARTLEPOOL  COUNTY  BOROUGH  AND  HARTLEPOOL  MUNICIPAL  BOROUGH. 

(8)  Joint  Works  of  Sew’erage. — Work  has  commenced  on  this  joint  scheme  of  outfall  sewerage- 
to-the-sea. 

DURHAM  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(9)  Barkers  Haugh  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Owing  to  certain  difficulties  experienced 
at  the  works,  sewage  is  being  discharged  into  the  River  Wear  pending  completion  of  repairs.  Good 
progress  is  being  made  with  the  new  sludge  drying  beds. 

(10)  Works  of  Sewerage. — The  re-sewering  of  the  City  is  proceeding  satisfactorily.  Approxi- 
mately £4,000  has  now  been  spent  of  the  total  contract  of  £15,000.  The  Elvet  side  of  the  City  has  been 
completed,  and  work  is  in  progress  on  the  Framwellgate,  Peth,  and  the  City  sewage  works  section.  It 
is  proposed  to  commence  work  from  Horse  Hole  towards  North  Road  and  Sutton  Street,  leaving  the 
section  from  Sidegate  to  Horse  Hole  to  be  completed  when  the  river  level  will  allow. 

ANNFIELD  PLAIN  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(11)  West  Kyo  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Pollution  by  sewage  of  the  Houghill  Burn  was 
traced  to  these  works,  and  it  was  found  to  be  due  to  some  unauthorised  person  having  interfered  with 
the  sludge  valves. 


BILLINGHAM  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(12)  Works  of  Sewerage. — The  extension  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  on  the  Cowpen  Lane 
Estate  for  the  purpose  of  linking  up  the  drainage  from  the  150  houses  in  course  of  erection  is  in  progress. 

BISHOP  AUCKLAND  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(13)  Works  of  Sewerage. — Improvements  to  the  surface  water  drainage  in  the  Cockton 
Hill  District  is  in  progress. 

BLAYDON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(14)  Ladysmith — Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Good  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  new  works  at  this  place. 

BRANDON  AND  BYSHOTTLES  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(15)  New  Brancepeth  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Improvements  to  these  works,  which 
consists  of  the  construction  of  a new  channel  from  the  tanks  to  give  further  aeration  to  the  effluent  from 
the  works,  and  alterations  to  the  detritus  and  sedimentation  tanks,  are  in  progress. 

CHESTER-LE-STREET  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(16)  Works  of  Sewerage. — Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  extension  of  the  main  out- 
fall sewer  in  the  Red  Rose  Hall  and  the  Vineries  Estates. 

(17)  Road  Ditch,  Holm  Hill,  Chester  Moor. — The  extension  of  the  stoneware  pipes,  which 
convey  the  effluent  from  a cesspool  and  private  .sewage  works,  is  completed. 

CROOK  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(18)  Crook  Gas  Works — Pollution  of  Crook  Beck.— Works  are  in  progress  to  prevent 
pollution  of  the  Crook  Beck  by  gas  liquors.  No  effluents  are  discharged,  and  tanks  are  being  arranged 
for  the  reception  of  tar  and  spent  liquors. 

(19)  Bankfoot  Chemical  Works — Pollution  of  Crook  Beck. — In  my  last  quarterly  report 
it  was  stated  that  an  analysis  of  a sample  of  the  effluent  showed  the  latter  to  be  sati.sfactory.  Analyses, 
however,  of  samples  taken  later  at  points  below  the  works  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  A conference 
with  the  responsible  officials  is  being  arranged. 
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HETTON-LE-HOLE  URBAN  AND  HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

(20)  Glebe  Sewage  Farm  and  Houghton-le-Spring  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — An  Inquiry 
was  held  in  the  Council  Chambers,  Hetton-le-Hole,  on  Tuesday,  20th  November,  1934,  by  F.  Gregson, 
Esq.,  M.Inst.  C.E.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  regarding  the  application  of  the  Hetton 
Urban  District  Council  for  sanction  to  borrow  £12,548  for  works  of  sewage  disposal  in  the  Urban  District 
of  Houghton-le-Spring,  to  be  carried  out  jointly  with  the  Houghton-le-Spring  Rural  District  Council. 
The  Houghton-le-Spring  Rural  District  Council  have  applied  for  sanction  to  borrow  the  sum  of  £1,592 
as  their  share  of  the  cost  of  the  works.  The  reason  given  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Hetton-le-Hole  Urban 
District  Council  for  the  construction  of  part  of  the  completed  scheme  was  that  the  old  works  were  erected 
in  1895,  and  were  satisfactory  until  1921,  when  trouble  arose  chieHy  through  colUery  subsidence.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  completed  scheme  is  £39,500,  including  £849  for  purchase  of  coal  under  the  site, 
in  order  to  ensure  stabihty. 


RYTON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(21)  Stella  Gut. — This  stream  is  in  a foul  condition  owing  to  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage 
over  a long  period  of  time.  No  further  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Clerk  to  the  District 
Council  in  reference  to  any  action  proposed  by  the  Council  to  overcome  the  pollution  of  this  small 
stream. 

SPENNYMOOR  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(22)  Tudhoe  Mill  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — -On  the  15th  October,  1934,  with  the  consulting 
engineer  and  members  of  the  District  Council,  a detailed  inspection  of  the  works,  tanks,  filters,  and 
sludge  drying  beds,  was  carried  out,  and  an  inspection  of  the  main  outfall  sewers  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
works  was  also  made.  The  Council  have  instructed  the  consulting  engineers  to  prepare  schemes  and 
costs  for  the  necessary  alterations  and  renewals  to  their  works. 

(23)  Low  Grange,  Bishop’s  Close,  and  Red  Lion  Becks. — The  following  works  are  in  progress 
on  these  becks  : — 

(24)  Low  Grange  Beck. — 626  feet  of  36-inch  reinforced  concrete  pipes  with  four  manholes 
have  been  constructed,  and  99  feet  of  36-inch  reinforced  concrete  pipes,  with  a manhole,  and  surrounded 
with  concrete,  have  been  relaid  by  the  county  engineer. 

(25)  Red  Lion  Beck. — 350  feet  of  36-inch  reinforced  concrete  tubes  have  been  laid  and  two 
manholes  constructed. 

(26)  Bishop’s  Close  Beck. — Up  to  the  present  99  feet  of  36-inch  reinforced  concrete  tubes 
have  been  laid. 

(27)  Approximately  150  feet  of  the  existing  culvert  on  the  Low  Grange  Road  Beck  has  been 
cleaned  out,  and  the  cleaning  out  of  the  portion  of  the  culvert  between  the  Red  Lion  and  Bishop’s  Close 
Becks  is  nearing  completion. 

STANHOPE  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(28)  Stanhope  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Several  inspections  have  been  made  at  these  works, 
and  on  each  occasion  it  has  been  observed  that  the  land  for  final  filtration,  even  in  dry  weather,  is 
always  flooded,  while  during  rainy  periods  it  is  unable  to  discharge  the  effluent  from  the  works. 

Consideration  should  be  given  by  the  District  Council  for  the  re-modelling  of  these  works. 
WHICKHAM  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(29)  Works  of  Sewerage. — The  extension  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  is  in  progress. 

WILLINGTON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(30)  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — No  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Clerk  to  the 
District  Council  with  reference  to  the  necessity  for  the  re-modelling  of  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

(31)  WiLLiNGTON  Gas  and  By-Product  Works. — A conference  with  the  chief  officials  of  the 
company  has  taken  place,  and  suggestions  submitted  for  the  treatment  of  the  effluents  from  these  works. 
The  officials  concerned  wrote  on  the  16th  November  last  stating  “ As  far  as  I can  see,  the  scheme  out- 
lined is  the  best  method  of  dealing  with  the  effluent  from  our  coke  works.  I will  go  into  this  matter 
carefully.”

AUCKLAND  EURAL  DISTRICT. 

(32)  Escombe  Sewage  Disposal  Works.— New  works  consisting  of  inlet,  screening,  and  sedi- 
mentation tanks,  have  been  constructed.  Provision  for  storm  water  has  also  been  made,  and  additional 
land  for  filtration  is  being  prepared. 

(33)  Low  Barnes  Sewage  Tanks. — The  main  effluent  pipe  from  these  works  was  found  to 
be  fractured  and  repairs  were  immediately  commenced. 

(34)  SuNNYBROW  Electric  Pumping  Station. — The  construction  of  concrete  setthng  tanks 
has  been  completed. 


BARNARD  CASTLE  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(35)  Middleton-in-Teesdale  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — The  effluent  from  these  works 
is  now  satisfactory.  Further  quantities  of  dry  ash  and  rubble  are  being  tipped  on  to  the  land  for  filtra- 
tion purposes. 

(36)  Old  Cleatlam  Village  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  Works  of  Sewerage. — The 
District  Council  have  under  consideration  a scheme  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  at  this  place. 

(37)  Whorlton  Village  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — These  works  are  being  overhauled. 

CHESTER-LE-STREET  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(38)  Pelaw  Grange  and  Browns  Buildings  Sewer  : — The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council 
wrote  on  the  3rd  October  last,  stating  that  this  work  has  now  been  completed. 

(39)  Earl’s  House  Sanatorium — Sewage  Works. — During  the  quarter  two  samples  of 
effluents  from  these  works  were  taken  for  analysis,  and  in  both  cases  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(40)  Blackfell  Sanatorium — Sewage  Disposal  Works. — These  works  are  in  need  of  atten- 
tion, repairs,  renewals,  etc. 


DARLINGTON  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(41)  Blackbanks  Chemical  Works. — Owing  to  heavy  rains  coinciding  with  the  usual  quarterly 
inspection,  a definite  estimate  of  the  condition  of  the  effluent  from  these  works  could  not  be  obtained 
by  observation.  The  work  of  improvement  to  the  ponds  is  in  progress. 

(42)  Low  Beaumont  Hill,  Whessoe  Parish. — The  drainage  system  at  this  place  is  now 
completed. 

(43)  Heighington  Village — Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — The  plans  and 
specifications  for  these  schemes  are  now  completed  and  negotiations  are  in  progress.  An  extension 
to  the  main  outfall  sewer  to  the  Council’s  housing  estate  is  also  in  progress. 

(44)  Middleton  Hall  Mental  Hospital  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — It  is  understood  that 
the  Board  of  Management  have  now  definitely  decided  either  to  alter  or  to  reconstruct  the  existing 
works  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  County  Health  Committee. 


DURHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(45)  Sherburn  and  Shadforth — Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Good 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  laying  of  the  main  outfall  sewer,  and  the  linking  up  of  the  drainage 
systems  in  the  vicinity  of  the  sewers. 

(46)  Sewerage — Framwellgate  Moor. — Extensions  to  the  main  outfall  sewers  are  in  progress 
in  this  area. 

(47)  Shincliffe  Mill  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Work  is 
still  in  progress  at  this  place. 

(48)  Bowburn  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Proposals  are  under  consideration  by  the  District 
Council  to  improve  the  works  and  to  extend  the  area  of  the  land  for  irrigation  and  filtration  purposes. 
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EASINGTON  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(49)  Murton  Colliery  Allotment  Gardens — Pollution  of  Stream  in  Recreation 
Ground. — This  work  is  now  completed,  and  pollution  of  the  stream  by  domestic  sewage  has  been 
overcome.  A further  source  of  pollution  has,  however,  now  been  observed  and  traced  to  a cowshed. 
This  has  been  reported  to  the  responsible  official,  who  is  dealing  with  the  persons  concerned. 

(50)  Murton  Colliery  Coal  Washer,  Boiler  Sludging  and  Brickworks  Effluents 
The  construction  of  settling  tanks  and  ponds  at  this  place  is  now  completed. 

(51)  Seaham  Hall  Sanatorium — Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — Plans  and  specifications  for 
the  improvements  and  extensions  to  these  works  are  now  completed. 

(52)  Crimdon  Dene  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — Owing  to  rapid  building  development  in 
this  area  and  to  the  absence  of  a public  sewer,  the  sewage  from  each  block  of  houses  is  treated  in  a suitable 
septic  tank  and  clinker  filter.  Several  of  these  works  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  fairly 
satisfactory.  The  small  works  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  Crimdon  Terrace,  however,  appears 
to  be  neglected,  and  is  in  need  of  immediate  attention  and  overhaul. 

HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(53)  Sedgeletch  Sewage  Farm  ; — The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council  wrote  on  the  3rd  December 
last  stating  that  the  Council’s  proposals  for  the  general  enlargement  and  re-modelling  of  the  Sedgeletch 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  not  yet  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health,  as  the  report  of  the 
District  Valuer  upon  the  proposed  acquisition  of  the  leasehold  of  the  farm  and  the  purchase  of  additional 
land  required  for  sludging  has  not  yet  been  issued.  The  Council  propose  to  purchase  the  coal  underlying 
the  site  of  the  proposed  tanks  and  filters  and  negotiations  with  respect  thereto  have  been  somewhat 
prolonged  and  are  more  or  less  responsible  for  the  delay.  The  Council  are  pressing  forward  this  matter, 
and  are  hopeful  that  the  whole  of  the  details  relating  to  the  scheme  will  be  completed  and  forwarded 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  in  the  near  future. 

(54)  Dolly  Pit,  Herrington  Burn  : — Work  is  in  progre.ss  with  the  additional  precautions 
necessary  to  limit  the  pollution  of  the  stream  by  coal  slurry. 

(55)  Lambton  Colliery,  Moores  Burn — Coal  Washer  : — Work  is  in  progress  at  this  colliery. 

(56)  Board  Inn,  Herrington  Park,  and  Farrington  Building  Estates  : — Extensions  to 
the  main  outfall  sewer  are  in  progress. 

LANCHESTER  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(57)  Malton  Colliery  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — The  improvements  to  these  works  are 
now  completed. 

(58)  Esh  Village  : — The  extension  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  from  Langley  Park  West  to 
Esh  Village  is  now  completed. 

(59)  Craghead  (The  Middles)  : — The  construction  of  the  three  additional  sludge  drying 
beds  at  these  works  is  now  completed. 

(60)  Malton  Colliery  By-product  Works  : — A conference  with  the  responsible  officials  at 
this  colliery  has  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  a suggested  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  this  difficult  effluent. 
Works  are  in  progress  and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  their  operation. 

(61)  Langley  Park  (East)  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — Chemical  treatment  for  cleaning  the 
filtering  media  of  the  percolating  filter  is  under  observation,  and  tests  are  being  carried  out. 

SEDGEFIELD  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(62)  Fishburn  Colliery  Coal  Washer  and  By-product  Works — Pollution  of  River 
Skerne  : — Pollution  by  coal  slurry,  etc.,  has  been  observed  during  the  past  quarter.  A conference  with 
the  chief  officials  of  the  colliery  company  and  the  district  surveyor  resulted  in  the  suggestions  put  forward 
to  deal  with  this  pollution  being  put  in  hand  immediately.  The  construction  of  the  Coppee  coal  washer 
is  now  completed.  Trials  and  tests  are  being  carried  out  and  necessary  adjustments  to  the  plant  and 
machinery  are  being  made.  When  completed,  the  recurrence  of  pollution  will  be  prevented.

(63)  Sedgefield  and  Winterton  Mental  Hospital  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — The 
construction  of  these  works  is  now  completed,  and  they  were  opened  on  the  30th  October,  1934.  Several 
inspections  of  these  works  have  been  made  during  the  past  quarter  to  determine  the  period  for  sludging 
and  ripening  of  the  filters,  and  slight  alterations  and  adjustments  are  to  be  made  to  the  works. 

(64)  Chilton  and  Dene  Bridge  By-product  Works  : — Pollution  of  the  Rushyford  Beck  by 
effluents  from  these  works  has  been  observed  and  traced.  Subsequently,  a conference  with  the  chief 
offlcials  of  the  colhery  company  and  works  resulted  in  certain  schemes  being  agreed  upon,  which  it  is 
hoped  will  prevent  further  pollution. 

SOUTH  SHIELDS  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(65)  Water  Carriage  System  : — The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council  wrote  on  the  10th  November 
last  stating  that  this  matter  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

(66)  Boldon  Colliery — Relaying  op  Sewers  : — This  work  is  also  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

STOCKTON  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(67)  WoLviSTON  Sewage  Works  : — The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council  wrote  on  the  29th  Novem- 
ber last  stating  “ My  Council  fully  recognise  that  the  existing  disposal  works  are  not  adequate  for  deahng 
with  the  development  which  has  taken  place  and  which  is  taking  place  in  this  area,  and  my  Council’s 
Inspector  submitted  a Scheme  for  the  purpose  of  deahng  with  the  position  on  a more  or  less  tentative 
basis  pending  the  result  of  the  Inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  regard  to  the  re-arrangement  of  the 
County  Districts.” 

“ One  of  the  recommendations  of  my  Council’s  Inspector  was  the  provision  of  settling  tanks  and 
instructions  were  given  by  my  Council  to  at  once  obtain  tenders  for  the  work.  My  Council’s  Inspector 
reported  that  a great  deal  of  the  difficulty  which  arises  at  these  sewage  works  is  caused  by  the  surface 
water  being  carried  in  my  Council’s  sewers  and  so  being  discharged  into  the  sewage  works,  and  it  would 
very  materially  help  the  position  if  the  County  Council  could  make  some  other  provision  in  regard  to  the 
surface  water  from  the  village  of  Wolviston.” 

With  reference  to  the  surface  water  from  the  village  of  Wolviston,  it  may  be  stated  that  the 
majority  of  the  street  gullies  were  originally  connected  by  the  Rural  District  Council  themselves  when 
they  were  the  highway  authority,  and  under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  the  County  Council,  as 
the  highway  authority,  have  the  right  to  continue  any  such  system. 

WEARDALE  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(68)  Elmford  Lead  Mines  : — Progress  is  reported  in  the  improvements  at  this  place,  and  work 
has  been  commenced  at  the  West  Black  Dene  level  for  the  working  and  washing  of  barytes  from  this 
mine,  which  will  overcome  pollution  of  the  stream  by  effluents  from  the  washing  plant. 

(69)  Holywood  Hall  Sanatorium,  Baal  Hill  Farm  Sewage  Works  : — The  main  effluent 
drain  from  the  sewage  works  has  been  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system  of  the  sanatorium. 

(70)  St.  John’s  Chapel — Works  of  Sewerage  : — Good  progress  has  been  made  on  the 
extension  of  the  main  outfall  sewer,  while  the  laying  of  an  8-inch  sewer  from  Pryse  to  Burnfoot  is  also 
proceeding. 

(71)  Crawleyside  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — The  improvements  and  alterations  to  these 
works  are  now  completed. 

(72)  Edmondbyers — Works  of  Sewage  : — The  District  Council  have  under  consideration  a 
scheme  to  extend  the  present  sewer  in  order  to  link  up  several  farmhouses  which  at  present  are  dis- 
charging untreated  sewage  on  to  land,  etc. 

(73)  WoLSiNGHAM  Sewage  Works  : — Land  in  the  vicinity  of  these  works  has  been  used  for  the 
tipping  of  refuse.  It  would  be  a distinct  advantage  to  the  District  Council  if  they  provided  a suitable 
tip,  and  also  considered  the  question  of  privy  conversion  to  the  water  carriage  system.  There  is  suffleient 
land  for  final  filtration  if  a screening  chamber  and  sedimentation  tanks  were  provided  at  these  works. 

(74)  Works  of  sewerage  are  also  in  progress  on  a branch  sewer  from  Back  Lane  to  Meadhope 


Street.

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  streams  in  the  above  localities  are  at  times  in  a very  bad  condition 
■due  to  the  tipping  of  trade  and  domestic  refuse.  Warning  notices  have  been  in  existence  in  several 
places  for  a number  of  years  and  now  several  notice  boards  have  been  added  at  appropriate  places. 
It  would  appear  that  no  improvement  will  occur  until  definite  steps,  such  as  the  taking  of  legal  proceedings 
against  offenders,  are  taken  by  the  District  Council.  A suitable  tip  should  be  provided  by  the  District 
Council  for  the  village  of  Wolsingham. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

40  The  Welfare  Medical  Officer  reports  to  me  as  follows  : — 

(1)  CENTRES 

Durham. — The  first  session  in  the  new  premises  at  14,  Old  Elvet,  Durham,  was  held  on  the  9th 
November 

SiLKSWORTH. — This  centre  was  closed  on  the  28th  November  as  the  premises  were  not  available 
on  that  day. 

Washington. — This  centre  was  held  temporarily  in  the  National  Schools  while  alterations  were 
being  made  to  the  Miners’  Welfare  Hall.  These  alterations  are  now  completed  and  the  first  session  will 
be  held  in  the  above-named  hall  on  the  11th  January,  1935. 

(2)  ACTIVITIES  OF  VOLUNTARY  WORKERS 

At  many  of  the  centres  Christmas  parties  teas,  or  social  gatherings  have  been  or  are  being  provided 
by  the  voluntary  committees.  Some  of  the  comxnittees  have  provided  the  mothers  who  are  regular 
attenders  with  groceries  and  useful  articles,  instead  of  giving  the  customary  parties. 

(3)  FEDERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  WORKERS. 

A meeting  of  the  above  was  held  in  the  Shire  Hall,  Durham,  on  the  27th  November,  when  a most 
interesting  lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  Bacon,  of  Newcastle,  on  the  “ Healthy  Mind,”  at  which  Mrs.  Ellis 
presided. 

(4)  FEDERATION  CONVALESCENT  SCHEME. 

Under  the  above-named  scheme  the  sum  of  £183  17s.  Id.  was  subscribed  by  the  voluntary 
committees  of  the  various  centres  during  the  year.  Thirty-six  mothers  with  children  and  thirty  mothers 
alone  were  sent  to  convalescent  homes,  private  houses  in  the  country,  and  at  the  seaside,  and  also  a few 
to  relatives.  Many  appreciative  letters  have  been  received  as  the  mothers  derived  much  benefit  from 
their  change  of  air  and  environment. 

(5)  HEALTH  WEEK  ACTIVITIES. 

In  co-operation  with  the  doctors  and  health  visitors  the  voluntary  committees  at  most  of  the  centres 
have,  as  in  former  years,  organised  Health  Day  Celebrations.  The  attendances  this  year  have  been 
very  satisfactory  and  show  the  increased  interest  the  mothers  are  taking  in  health  matters. 

(6)  BIRTH  CONTROL. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circulars  Nos.  1208  and  1408,  medical  officers  at  welfare 
■centres  have  been  authorised  to  give  advice  on  birth  control  to  married  women  who  seek  advice  and  who 
a.re  suffering  from  gynsecological  conditions  or  diseases  which  render  further  pregnancies  a danger  to 
life  or  definitely  detrimental  to  health. 

I have  obtained  replies  from  the  assistant  welfare  medical  officers  to  a questionnaire  which  was  sent 
to  them  dealing  with  a request  for  birth-control  instruction,  and  the  following  is  a summary  of  the  main 
points  : — 

(1)  There  have  been  62  inquiries  definitely  during  the  last  half-year  for  birth-control  instruction. 

(2)  Most  of  these  inquiries  have  been  at  centres  within  reasonable  distance  of  Newcastle. 


(75)  Refuse  in  Streams  : — 


Wolsingham  Old  Tip,  Westgarth’s  and  Ward’s  fields. 

Frosterley  Near  sewage  works  and  railway  bridge  end. 


Eastgate  Westgate,  etc. 
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(3)  Practically  all  the  cases  have  been  referred  to  the  Scotswood  Road  Women’s  Clinic  at  Newcastle. 

(4)  For  medical  reasons,  a considerable  number  of  expectant  mothers  should,  on  the  termination 
of  their  present  pregnancies,  have  birth-control  instruction  to  prevent  further  pregnancies. 

(5)  If  birth-control  is  to  be  really  effective  there  must  be  education  of  both  sexes. 

Very  few  patients  have  sought  this  advice  from  the  medical  officers  of  the  centres,  but  when  requested 
instruction  has  been  given.  Up  to  the  present  the  instruction  has  been  verbal  as  none  of  the  centres 
has  the  necessary  equipment  to  supply  to  the  patients,  or  to  allow  the  demonstration  of  the  recommended 
appUances.  Patients  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  referred  to  the  Scotswood  Road  Women’s  Welfare 
Clinic,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  which  is  in  charge  of  a specially  trained  medical  woman  assisted  by  a specially 
trained  health  visitor.  Financial  help  has  generally  been  given  to  county  cases  by  the  voluntary 
committees  at  the  centres.  The  cost  of  equipment  for  a birth  control  clinic,  where  there  is  also  an  ante- 
natal chnic,  would  at  the  most  be  £10,  and  the  initial  cost  to  each  patient  for  the  most  approved  apphances 
when  obtained  from  the  clinic  would  be  approximately  7/6. 

If  this  work  is  to  be  done  satisfactorily,  I would  suggest  that  birth  control  clinics  be  provided  in 
suitable  centres  in  order  that  patients  who  qualify  may  receive  the  necessary  instruction  from  the  medical 
officer  in  charge  of  the  centre.  Patients  recommended  from  adjacent  centres,  family  doctors,  and 
midwives,  would  also  receive  advice.  The  first  clinic  would  be  at  Durham,  and  centres  at  Bishop 
Auckland,  Birtley,  and  Consett  would  be  opened  later. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  if  the  re-organisation  of  this  part  of  the  service  will  result  in  a marked  increase 
in  requests  for  instruction,  but  should  it  do  so,  the  existing  staff  could  not  cope  with  it  without  encroaching 
on  the  time  which  must  be  given  to  the  medical  and  educational  work  of  the  ante-natal  and  maternity 
and  child  welfare  centres.  An  additional  medical  officer,  health  visitor,  and  travelling  girl  clerk  would 
be  required,  but  there  would  not  be  sufficient  work  for  these  whole-time  officers  unless  some  of  the  deferred 
extensions  of  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  service  were  made. 

(7)  CASES  OF  SQUINT. 

94  children  have  been  treated  by  the  school  oculist  during  the  quarter.

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NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS. 

4 1 . The  number  of  births  notified  in  the  administrative  county  during  the  past  quarter  under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Acts,  as  adjusted  by  transferred  notifications,  was  3,951,  and  exceeded  the  births 
registered  by  106.  In  the  County  Council  Notification  of  Births  Act  area  (i.e.,  the  administrative 
county,  less  the  urban  districts  of  Hartlepool,  Jarrow,  and  Stockton)  the  number  of  births  notified 
was  3,412,  and  exceeded  by  84  the  births  registered  in  that  area.
